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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  Hawarden  Rural  District,  including  the  Report  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the  year  1972. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-year 
1972  was  43,080,  compared  with  42,650  in  1971  and  43,010  in  1970. 
Census  1971  gave  the  population  as  42,467,  compared  with  36,443 
in  1961.  The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  based  on  the  population 
estimate,  whilst,  for  comparison  with  other  districts,  comparability 
factors  of  0.98  for  births  and  1.07  for  deaths  are  applied. 

Live  births  for  the  year  numbered  656,  a reduction  of  101,  and 
giving  a birth  rate  of  15.2  per  1,000  population.  The  national  figure 
was  14.8. 

Deaths  totalled  497,  compared  with  513  in  1971  and  441  in  1970. 
The  crude  death  rate  was  11.5  per  1,000  population,  lower  than  the 
national  figure  of  12.1.  There  were  eight  deaths  of  infants  under 
a year  old,  compared  with  12  in  1971,  seven  in  1970  and  11  in  1969. 
The  Infant  Death  Rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  12,  compared  with 
the  national  figure  of  17.  Six  of  the  infants  were  under  a week  old 
and  the  causes  of  death  were  congenital  deformities,  birth  injury 
and  one  case  of  respiratory  disease. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  again  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system,  with  258  deaths  out  of  a total  of  497,  and 
cancer  in  one  form  or  another  with  94  deaths.  (The  figures  for  1971 
were  260  and  108.)  Lung  cancer  deaths  were  21,  compared  with  28. 
Pneumonia  caused  39  deaths,  bronchitis  and  emphysema  27,  dia- 
betes six,  influenza  three,  motor  vehicle  accidents  six  and  other 
accidents  13.  There  was  one  death  due  to  late  effects  of  tuberculosis 
and  one  suicide. 

Again  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  of  diphtheria,  but 
the  need  for  immunisation  of  infants  against  these  and  other  diseases 
continues.  Vaccines  are  available  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis,  measles  and  German  measles.  The 
measles  vaccination  is  now  accepted  by  parents  and  only  one  injec- 
tion is  required.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  serious  illness  will  in 
time  be  eradicated.  Routine  vaccination  of  adolescent  girls  against 
German  measles  is  going  well.  The  procedure  is  carried  out  at  13 
years  or  so,  at  school.

Concerning  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  there  were  141  cases  of 
measles,  compared  with  seven  in  1971  and  199  in  1970.  Scarlet  fever 
cases  numbered  six,  compared  with  nine  in  1971.  There  were  six 
cases  of  jaundice  (including  two  in  one  family),  one  of  whooping 
cough  and  one  of  meningitis.  Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred 
in,  children  who  had  been  in  Spain.  The  cause  was  Salmonella 
Typhimurium,  there  were  three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  (in  middle 
aged  and  aged  persons)  compared  with  nine  in  1971.  One  of  the 
cases  worked  outside  the  district. 

Once  again,  housing  matters  took  up  much  of  the  time  of  the 
Health  Department.  I am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  the  sympathetic 
consideration  of  the  applicants,  many  of  them  aged,  with  health 
problems.  Other  matters  occupying  the  attention  of  the  staff  were 
Food  Hygiene,  Office,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises,  visits  con- 
cerning Infectious  Diseases,  Meat  Inspection  and  Unsound  Food. 

The  Improvement  Grants  scheme  continues  at  full  flood  in  all 
areas.  One  wonders  how  long  this  outpouring  of  public  money  to 
people  who  have  homes,  will  continue.  The  time  must  come  when 
consideration  will  be  given  to  young  people  who  have  no  hope  of 
buying  a house  and  no  hope  of  renting  one,  and  whose  prospects 
are  bleak. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.  Your  Clerk, 
Mr.  F.  N.  V.  Meredith,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Surveyor  have  been 
of  great  assistance.  I have  had  the  full  support  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  the  Office  staff  and  the  team  work  has  been  excellent. 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  D.  R. 
George,  indicates  the  amount  of  day-to-day  work  which  adds  up 
to  the  year's  total.  This  will  increase  as  the  housing  estates  prolifer- 
ate, and  more  and  more  people  move  into  the  district.

Deaths  totalled  497,  compared  with  513  in  1971,  441  in  1970  and 
441  in  1969.  The  crude  death  rate  of  1 1.5  per  1.000  population  was 
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below  the  national  figure.  From  the  above  table,  it  will  be  seen 
that  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  accounted  for  258 
deaths,  compared  with  260  in  1971  and  234  in  1970.  Cancer  in  one 
form  or  another  caused  94  deaths,  compared  with  108  in  1971. 
Cancer  of  lungs  or  bronchus  caused  21  deaths,  compared  with  28  in 
1971.  Pneumonia  caused  39  deaths,  bronchitis  and  emphysema  27, 
diabetes  6,  influenza  3,  motor  accidents  6,  and  other  accidents  13. 
One  death  was  due  to  late  effect  of  tuberculosis  and  one  to  suicide.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Diphtheria 

Diphtheria/Pertussis/Tetanus  Prophylactic  is  issued  free  to 
Medical  Practitioners  for  the  immunisation  of  children  lin  the  area. 

All  records  relating  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation  are  forwarded  by 
Medical  Practitioners  or  School  Medical  Officers  to  the  Department 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  County  Council  now 
provides  for  children  to  be  protected  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus 
and  Whooping  Cough  by  the  use  of  combined  Antigen. 
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Vaccination 

Vaccinations  are  carried  out  by  Medical  Practitioners  and  also 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the  County  Council  Child 
Welfare  Clinics.  During  the  year  no  Smallpox  contact  entered  the 
area  from  infected  ships  or  aircraft. 

Cleansing  and  Disinfection 

In  all  cases  of  death  resulting  from  Tuberculosis  as  well  as  in  all 
cases  where  it  is  considered  advisable,  the  houses  of  the  patients  are 
thoroughly  disinfected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  steam 
disinfestation  of  bedding,  but  this  hospital  is  now  under  control  of 
the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  with  whom  co-operation  is 
maintained.

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There  were  141  notifications  of  measles  (the  largest  batch  being 
in  the  5 to  9 years  of  age  group)  compared  with  seven  cases  in  1971 
and  99  in  1970.  Six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred,  all  of  a mild 
type,  six  cases  of  jaundice,  which  included  two  in  one  family,  one 
case  of  meningitis  and  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  contracted  in 
Spain.  One  case  of  whooping  cough  was  reported.  There  were  no 
cases  of  dysentery,  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  three  new  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  compared  with  six  in  1971  and  11  in  1970.  There 
were  no  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  One  of  the  new 
cases  resided  in  the  District  but  worked  in  another  area.  Modem 
treatment  is  by  drugs,  and  usually  the  patients  are  well  enough  to 
return  home  after  a short  stay  in  hospital.  Vaccination  of  children 
against  Tuberculosis  continues.  The  inoculation  is  carried  out  on 
school  children  of  13  years,  with  the  consent  of  the  parents.  The 
single  injection  should  protect  the  child  for  life.

1 have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Environmental  Health  Services  for  the  year  1972. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  offering  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  together  with 
Dr.  D.  J.  Fraser  for  their  assistance  and  ready  co-operation  in  all 
matters  concerning  the  Health  Department. 

During  1972,  there  were  no  changes  in  the  Department’s  Inspec- 
torate. This  fact  enabled  the  running  of  the  Department  to  continue 
smoothly  and  much  intensive  routine  work  was  undertaken,  which 
achieved  effective  results.  Particularly  was  this  so  in  the  fields  of 
housing  and  noise  abatement.  In  May,  the  animal  by-products 
factory  at  Saltney,  which  had  caused  many  problems  over  the  years, 
was  closed  and,  as  a consequence,  the  atmospheric  environment  in 
this  area  was  greatly  improved. 

During  the  year  (May),  Mr.  Alfred  Roberts,  the  Senior  Rodent 
Operative,  retired  after  21  years’  service  with  this  Authority.  His 
retirement  was  envisaged  in  advance  by  the  appointment  of  a second 
rodent  operative  as  a replacement.  Mr.  Roberts  gave  admirable 
service  to  this  Council  and  I am  sure  he  will  enjoy  a happy  retire- 
ment. 

I especially  wish  to  thank  all  my  staff,  colleagues  and  the  rodent 
operatives  for  their  help  and  loyalty  during  the  year.

Continual  routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  in  all  food 
premises,  including  fixed  and  mobile  shops,  canteens,  clubs  and 
other  licensed  premises  to  ascertain  that  the  food  hygiene  regula- 
tions are  now  being  implemented. 

The  advice  of  the  Inspectorate  is  constantly  being  sought  from 
food  traders  and  much  has  been  achieved  by  this  form  of  approach. 
It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  resort  to  compulsory  enforce- 
ment.

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE 

(MARKETS  STALLS  AND  DELIVERY  VEHICLES) 
REGULATIONS  1966 

During  the  year  regular  inspections  of  vehicles  used  for  the 
purpose  of  retailing  foodstuffs  were  carried  out.  It  is  not  uncommon 
for  persons  wishing  to  start  up  this  type  of  food  business  to  consult 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  before  actually  commencing  to  trade. 
This  practice  is  to  be  very  much  encouraged,  as  the  legislation  can 
be  fully  explained  to  the  prospective  retailer,  who  also  avoids 
unnecessary  expense  in  fitting  out  his  vehicle  to  comply  with  the 
above  regulations. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  prosecute  one  persistent  offender,  a 
fishmonger  who  did  not  respond  to  repeated  requests  to  comply 
with  the  regulations.  He  was  fined  a total  of  £55.00,  including  costs. 

Members  of  the  public  are  entitled  to  at  least  the  same  standard 
of  cleanliness  in  food-vending  vehicles  as  they  would  expect  to  find 
in  food  shops  and,  should  they  entertain  doubts  as  to  the  cleanliness 
of  these  vehicles  or  of  any  unhygienic  practices  relating  to  any  food 
business,  the  matter  should  be  reported  to  the  Health  Department, 
in  order  that  the  complaint  can  be  investigated.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1958 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  (HYGIENE)  REGULATIONS,  1958 

The  slaughter  of  animals  is  regularly  carried  out  at  the  two 
licensed  premises  and  these  seem  to  serve  the  need  for  slaughtering 
facilities  in  this  area. 

The  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  after  his  bi-monthly  inspection  of  the  slaughterhouses 
again  highly  complimented  the  Council  on  the  standard  of  hygiene 
and  structure  contained  therein. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  at  each  of  the  slaughterhouses 
regarding  the  cleanliness  and  repair  of  the  premises  and  equipment, 
hygienic  practices,  personal  hygiene  and  conduct  in  the  slaughtering 
processes.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS 
(PREVENTION  OF  CRUELTY)  REGULATIONS,  1958 

These  Acts  and  Regulations  are  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
cruelty  and  ensuring  that  no  animals  shall  be  slaughtered  in  a 
slaughterhouse  except  by  a person  licensed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  licences  of  15  slaughtermen  were  renewed  during  the  year. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  at  each  of  the  slaughterhouses, 
under  the  above  Act  and  Regulations.  Particular  attention  was  paid 
to  the  provision  of  adequate  water  supplies  and  bedding,  etc.,  in 
the  lairages.  Animals  were  not  kept  long  enough  in  the  lairages  to 
require  feeding  as  required  by  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regula- 
tions.

During  the  year,  frequent  visits  were  made  to  various  retail  shops 
and  warehouses  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  other  foods.  I feel 
that  it  is  again  pertinent  to  note  that  the  vast  majority  of  food 
condemned  was  due  to  damage  sustained  to  foodstuffs  whilst  in 
transit  and  the  failure  to  refrigerate  displays  and  storage  facilities  in 
shops.

The  three  samples  of  milk  found  to  be  non-genuine  refer  to 
informal  samples  which  were  found  to  contain  a small  amount  of 
extraneous  water.  The  producers  concerned  were  cautioned  and 
subsequent  formal  samples  were  satisfactory. 

The  sample  of  bread  reported  as  non-genuine  refers  to  a com- 
plaint sample  in  which  the  producing  bakery  were  prosecuted  for 
selling  bread  not  of  the  substance  demanded  by  a purchaser. 
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Samples  of  articles  taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Fertilizers 
and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act  1926  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  no 
evidence  was  found  of  excessive  contamination  of  fruit  and 
vegetables  by  residues  of  fungicides  and/or  pesticides. 

Premises  inspected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  1933  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

All  sources  of  untreated  milk  on  retail  sale  were  regularly 
examined  for  bacteriological  content  and  particularly  for  evidence 
of  brucella  infection.  Brucellosis  was  found  in  the  milk  of  one 
producer/retailer  on  two  occasions  during  the  year  and,  as  an 
outcome,  the  retailer  concerned  relinquished  his  licence  to  sell 
untreated  milk.  The  majority  of  producer/retailers  in  the  Flawarden 
Rural  District  have  now  joined  the  Brucellosis  Incentive  Scheme.
